ENQUIRY INTO EXPLOSION AT BIRCHENWOOD 
(KIDSGROVE) COLLIERY. 


The Secretary for Mines announces that Mr. F. H. 
Wynne, H.M. Deputy Chief Inspector of Mines, whom 
he appointed to enquire into the causes and circum- 
stances of the explosion which occurred at Birchenwood 
(Kidsgrove) Colliery, Staffordshire, on 18th December, 
1925, will open his enquiry (postponed from 11th May, 
1926—see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 29th April, 1926) on 20th 
April, 1927, at 11 a.m. 

By arrangement with Mr. Hugh W. Adams, H.M. 
Coroner for the North-West district of Staffordshire, the 
investigation will be concurrent with the adjourned 
inquest at the Victoria Hall, Kidsgrove. 





SURVEY OF NATIONAL COAL RESOURCES. 


An important aspect of the work on fuel research 
undertaken by the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research is a survey and classification of the coal 
seams in the various mining districts by means of 
physical and chemical tests in the laboratory, supple- 
mented where desirable by large scale tests at H.M. Fuel 
Research Station, East Greenwich, or elsewhere. The 
Fuel Research Board of the Department consider that 
the best way to carry out this work is by means of local 
committees representing the local colliery owners and 
managers, the local branch of the Institution of 
Mining Engineers, the Fuel Research Board, and the 
Geological Survey of Great Britain, as well as outside 
scientific interests. 

DURHAM AND NORTHUMBERLAND COMMITTEE. 


Committees are actively at work in the following 
areas:—Lancashire and Cheshire, South Yorkshire, 
Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire, and North Stafford- 
shire. Another committee is dealing with the coalfields 
of Scotland. A further committee has now been 
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appointed to deal with the coalfields of Durham and 
Northumberland. The Durham and Northumberland 
Coal Owners’ Associations and the North of England 
Institute of Mining and Mechanical Engineers are co- 
operating in this work, and the composition of the 
committee is as follows:—Mr. A. Kirkup, Dr. H. Peile 
and Mr. G. Raw, representing the Durham Coal Owners’ 
Association; Mr. 8. Bates, Major H. S. Streatfeild and 
Mr. R. Warham, representing the Northumberland Coal 
Owners’ Association ; Colonel W. C. Blackett, represent- 
ing the North of England Institute of Mining and 
Mechanical Engineers; Mr. R. G. Carruthers, represent- 
ing the Geological Survey of Great Britain; Dr. C. H. 
Lander (éz-officio), Director of Fuel Research; Mr. 
F. S. Sinnatt (ex-officio), Superintendent of the 
Physical and Chemical Survey of the National Coal 
Resources ; and Professor H. V. A. Briscoe, Dr. J. T. 
Dunn, Professor G. Hickling and Professor G. Poole.

COMMERCIAL DIPLOMATIC POST AT 
NEW YORK. 

With reference to the list of Commercial Diplomatic 
Officers published in the ‘‘ Journal’’ from time to time, 
the Department of Overseas Trade notifies that Captain 
A. J. Pack, who is in charge of the branch office at 
ew York of the Commercial Department of the British 
Embassy at Washington, has now been appointed to the 
substantive post of Commercial Secretary, Grade IT, in 
the United States. 

Captain Pack previously held appointments in the 
General Post Office and the Department of Customs 
and Excise. He served with His Majesty’s Forces 
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throughout the war, and from Ist January, 1920, until 
his departure for the United States was employed in the 
United States Section of the Department of Overseas 
Trade. He was appointed acting Commercial Secretary, 
Grade II, at Washington in March, 1925, and since 
July, 1925, has been in charge of the branch office at 
New York. 

It is proposed to continue the present arrangement 
under which all communications are normallv sent to 
the British Commercial Counsellor at Washington, 
while those relating to urgent matters requiring atten- 
tion in New York may be sent direct to the British 
Commercia] Secretary, 2, Rector Street, New York. 

Captain Pack is expected to leave New York about 
the middle of April for official duty and leave in 
England ; on his departure the branch office in New York 
will be closed for the summer months, as last year, until 
some date in the autumn, which will be announced later. 





OVERSEAS POSTAGE RATES: NOTICE TO 
BRITISH FIRMS. 

The Postmaster-General desires again to call attention 
to the large proportion of the correspondence for 
the Continent and other places abroad which is 
posted insufficiently prepaid. Notwithstanding previous 
announcements on this subject, information received 
from Continental Administrations makes it clear that a 
larger proportion of such correspondence is received in 
mails from the United Kingdom than in those from any 
other country; and the Postmaster-General invites the 
co-operation of the public generally with a view to the 
termination of this state of affairs. Apart from the 
fact that underpaid correspondence has to be selected for 
special treatment, and is thus usually delayed, it is 
necessary to point out that addressees are subjected to 
annoyance in such cases by demands for surcharges repre- 
senting double the deficiency:in postage, and that in 
many instances surcharged correspondence is refused and 
returned to the sender. 

LETTERS AND POSTCARDS. 


The Imperial letter rate of 14d. for the first ounce 
and ld. for every additional ounce is applicable to letters 
for British Possessions, Egypt, Palestine, the British 
Post Office at Tangier, and for the United States of 
America. Letters for all other places abroad, including 
all Continental countries, Iraq and China (except Wei- 
hai-wei), should be prepaid at the international rate of 
24d. for the first ounce and 14d. for every additional 
ounce. Postcards for all destinations abroad should be 
prepaid 14d. Many postcards for the Colonies and the 
United States are found to be prepaid 1d. only. 

Business DOCUMENTS. 

Partly-printed business documents of various kinds 
—invoices, statements of account, way bills, bills of 
lading, ete.—which are transmissible in the Inland Ser- 
vice as Printed Papers (4d. for two ounces) can, as a 
rule, under the International Regulations, be sent to 
places abroad only as Commercial Papers (minimum 
charge 24d. for the first ten ounces) or by Letter Post.

CZECHOSLOVAK SUGAR PRODUCTION AND 
EXPORTS. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Prague informs 
the Department of Overseas Trade that, according to the 
Bulletin of the State Statistics Office, the Czechoslovak 
sugar production during the season 1925-26 was as 
foilows:— 

Total number of sugar factories, 166 (of which raw 
sugar factories 102, mixed factories 53, and refineries 
11); total number of workers, 69,393; area under beet 
cultivation, 307,405 hectares; sugar beet worked up, 
8,524,175 tons; sugar production (in raw sugar equiva- 
lent), 1,507,344 tons; and export of sugar, 1,079,910 
tons. 

The principal destinations of the exports were: Ham- 
burg, 352,909 tons; Great Britain, 190,055 tons ; Trieste, 
175,921 tons; Switzerland, 135,371 tons; Austria, 
110,498 tons; Italy, 35,563 tons; British India, 15,052 
tons; and Germany, 14,331 tons.

PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM 
AND TO THE IRISH FREE STATE. 





DETAILS FOR 1926. 





(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.” 
In the article relating to passenger movement from 


and to the United Kingdom, which was published in 
last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ (pages 298-305), it 
was explained that the statistics relating to the Irish 
Free State have ceased to be included with those of the 
United Kingdom as from Ist April, 1923. Figures in 
respect of the movement from and to Irish Free State 
ports during 1926 have been compiled by the Irish Free 
State Department of Statistics from statutory returns 
and communicated to the Board of Trade. Correspond- 
ing particulars in respect of the years 1924 and 1925 
were published in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 18th March, 1926 
(pages 319-321), and we now publish the particulars 
for 1926. 

These returns, which relate to passenger traffic between 
the Irish Free State and places outside Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number of 
persons of British nationality who embarked at ports in 
the Irish Free State in 1926 as passengers to such 
countries exceeded the number who arrived as passengers 
from those countries by 19,319, compared with an excess 
outward of 19,837 in 1925. The records of passengers 
of alien nationality show a balance inward of 545 in 


1926 and a balance outward of 945 in 1925. In con-

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nection with these figures it may be noted that the whole 
of the direct sea passenger traffic represented in the 
returns received was between the Irish Free State and 
the North American Continent, and that about 96 per 
cent. of this traffic was with the United States. 

The outward movement of British subjects to the 
United States was slightly less, and the inward move- 
ment slightly more, in 1926 than in 1925. The official 
quota of British (Irish Free State) immigrants to be 
admitted into the United States during the year ending 
30th June, 1927, is 28,567, this number being the same 
as for the previous fiscal year; it may be noted that the 
British (Irish Free State) emigrants who proceeded to 
the United States from Irish Free State ports numbered 
21,412 in 1926, and those from United Kingdom ports 
4,651, the total of 26,063 being some 2,500 below the 
United States quota. Since Ist July, 1924, the utilisa- 
tion of the quota has been spread compulsorily over 
the whole United States fiscal year, visas being given 
for not more than 10 per cent. of the total per month. 
The net outward movement of passengers to British 
North America shows a small increase both as regards 
British subjects and aliens in 1926. 

Table 1. (below) gives particulars of the numbers of 
passengers, including emigrants and immigrants, who 
embarked or landed at Irish Free State ports for or from 
places outside Europe during each quarter of 1925 
and 1926. 

The sum total of the figures shown in Table I., together 
with those relating to United Kingdom passenger move- 
ment, which appeared on page 302 of the “‘ Journal ”’ 
of 17th March, represents the total passenger movement 
between all ports in the British Isles and non-European 
countries in 1925 and 1926.

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The passenger traffic between the United Kingdom 
and the Irish Free State showed an excess into the 
United Kingdom of 15,638 persons (British subjects 
and aliens) during 1926; about 43 per cent. of this 
excess is accounted for by the balance outward of British 
migrants from the Irish Free State who travelled to 
non-European countries via United Kingdom ports. 

(B) BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS 
VIA IRISH FREE STATE PORTS. 

Of the passengers shown in Table I., the number of 
British subjects who were recorded as leaving permanent 
residence in the Irish Free State to take up permanent 
residence in non-European countries was 22,380 in 1926, 
compared with 22,766 in 1925, and the British subjects 
recorded as leaving permanent residence in non- 
European countries to take up permanent residence in 
the Irish Free State number 847 in 1926 and 1,014 in 
1925. Residence for a year or more is treated as per- 


manent residence for the purpose of this classification.

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In 1926 about 96 per cent. of the British passengers 
outward were emigrants from the Irish Free State, and 
nearly 96 per cent. of the emigrants went to the United 
States. The number of Irish Free State emigrants to 
the United States during the first quarter of 1926 was 
2,635, a figure much below the average of about 5,300 
per quarter which has been recorded since the commence- 
ment on Ist July, 1924, of the compulsory apportion- 
ment, month by month, of the admissions to the United 


States. 
The details of the migratory movement of British 


subjects in each quarter of 1925 and 1926 are shown in 


Tables II. and III. below. 


(C) IRISH FREE STATE MIGRANTS WHO 
TRAVELLED VIA UNITED KINGDOM PORTS. 


In addition to the migrants of British nationality from 
and into the Irish Free State who travelled direct via 
ports in the Irish Free State in 1926, there were 7,661 
emigrants from, and 939 immigrants into, the Irish Free 
State who travelled via ports in the United Kingdom, 
compared with 7,401 and 1,109 respectively in 1925.

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more than one-half of the immigrants travelled via 
ports in the United Kingdom. 

The details of the migratory movement of British sub- 
jects from and into the Irish Free State who travelled 
via United Kingdom ports in 1925 and 1926 are shown 
in Table IV. below. 

Of the adult emigrants (persons of 12 years of age 
and over) from the Irish Free State to the United 
States in 1926, for which particulars are shown in 
Tables II. and IV., the males exceeded the females by 
261, as compared with an excess of females over males 
of 1,387 in 1925. The proportion of male adults was 
about 51 per cent. in 1926 and 47 per cent. in 1925. 

In connection with the figures shown in Table [V., it 
may be added that, of the 7,661 emigrants in 1926, 
1923 departed via Liverpool, 1,409 via London (princi- 
pally to Australia and New Zealand), 790 via South- 
ampton, and 2,919 and 545 via Londonderry and 
Belfast respectively. Of the 939 immigrants, 212 
arrived at Liverpool, 288 at London, and 170 at 
Southampton. In nearly all cases the class of travel 


was second or third.

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BRITISH TRADE WITH PERU, 


SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVEMENT. 


A Report on the present Commercial Situation in 
Peru, which also contains certain suggestions for the 
development of British trade with that market, has 
recently been furnished to the Department of Overseas 
Trade by the British Consular Officers at Lima and 
Callao. 

The position occupied by Great Britain in the import 
trade of the country in past years in shown in the 
following table :-—

From these figures it will be seen that there has been 
a very noticeable decrease in the relative volume of trade 
secured by Great Britain in Peru, the British percentage 
of the total import trade having fallen from 34 in 1910 
to 19 in 1925, whereas the United States has increased 
its share from 19 per cent. to 39 per cent. In short, the 
relative positions of Great Britain and the United States, 
which are the two leading countries competing for the 
trade of Peru, have been practically reversed. An 
examination of the trade figures for the past few years 
also shows that the position of Great Britain has tended 
to become almost stationary. The following figures, 
taken from the Report, indicate the share of the trade 
secured by each country in certain main classes of articles 
imported by Peru in 1925:—

BrRIiT1IsH TRADE AND THE EMERGENCY TARIFF. 


The prospects for British trade during the present year 
cannot be said to very favourable owing to the operation 
of the new Peruvian Emergency Tariff Law, known as 
Law No. 5523. This Law, which came into force on Ist 
January of this year, has for its object the restriction 
by means of increased import duties, the importation 
into Peru of various classes of luxury goods and of cer- 
tain foreign manufactured goods which compete with the 
products of Peruvian industries. Among the principal 
goods affected by the Law are silks, footwear, bedsteads, 
silverware, porcelaine-ware, shoe and floor polish, musical 
instruments, arms, ammunition and explosives, soaps, 
perfumes, fancy provisions, and wines and spirits. On 
the other hand, articles such as tools, machinery, con- 
struction material and low price motor vehicles are almost 
untouched by the new surtaxes on the ground that they 


constitute articles of necessity and are indispensable to 
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the development of the country. It thus happens that, 
broadly speaking, the measure in its incidence affects the 
United States less unfavourably than Great Britain, as 
it is principally those classes of goods which are imported 
into Peru mainly from British sources that are most 
heavily penalised, while North American manufactures 
have for the most part escaped. 

While the situation thus created may possibly be some- 
what discouraging to British exporters, it is to be noted 
that the Law is only operative until 16th November, 
1927. Although, therefore, the present year may prove 
somewhat disappointing in respect to the importation of 
many of the lines mentioned, British manufacturers, in 
view of the removal of the surtaxes at the end of the 
year, will do well to keep the future possibilities of the 
market in view, and make their preparations now to 
recover lost ground. In this connection the following 
review of certain conditions adversely affecting British 
trade in Peru and the suggestions advanced for counter- 
ing them may be found of interest. 


BRITISH TRADERS’ DISADVANTAGES. 

There are two main factors which at present militate 
against any considerable development of British trade in 
the country, viz. (1) the difficulty of United Kingdom 
firms in securing efficient local representation and (2) the 
fact that the retail trade is, in the case of certain classes 
of goods, to a large extent under the control of nationals 
of countries which are Great Britain’s trade competitors 
in Peru. 

As regards the first of these, the Report states that 
British firms desirous of doing business with Peru 
have experienced increasing difficulties since the war in 
securing suitable agents, and the resultant lack of ade- 
quate representation in the market has brought about a 
diminution in British commercial prestige, and this effect 
has been enhanced by the energetic methods adopted by 
their rivals. It would not be possible within the scope of 
this article to give a detailed analysis of the circum- 
stances which have led up to this situation, and it will be 
sufficient here to review the existing conditions which 
may be briefly summarised as follows. Apart from those 
British houses established in the country, which are 
limited in number and which already carry numerous 
agencies, there are practically no Peruvian firms whose 
interest can he enlisted, for those of any financial 
strength have already come to arrangements with United 
States firms, and the present industrial depression has 
restricted the activities of the remainder. There are a 
number of small commission houses which are generally 
handling all the agencies of which they are capable, and 
although a good deal of business is being done through 
them they could not join in any enterprise on a large 
scale. 

With regard to the second factor, the Report points 
out that many of the shops in Lima and other Peruvian 
towns are owned by French, German, Spanish or Italian 
firms. In the case of the pharmacies and drug stores in 
the capital, this non-British ownership even extends to a 
shop bearing the title of ‘‘ The English Drug Store.’’ 
The nationality of the proprietors of these shops is 
naturally enough reflected to some extent in the country 
or origin of the stocks kept by them, and it may safely be 
assumed that in the absence of any prospect of extra 
profit on a specific British-made article, they have no par- 
ticular inducement to push the sales of British goods in 
preference to the products of their own country. 


PossIBLE SOLUTIONS OF DIFFICULTIES. 


As a possible solution to both these obstacles the Re- 
port suggests that British manufacturers should combine 
to formulate a system of co-operative marketing with 
headquarters in Great Britain and wholesale and retail 
establishments in Peru. Apropos of this suggestion, it 
is believed that an opportunity is presented for the estab- 
lishment in Lima of a high-class British-owned Depart- 
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mental Store. Such a store would prove of great adver- 
tising value, and would provide a much needed stimulus 
for the sale of certain classes of British goods, which at 
present lack effective channels of retail distribution, in 
particular such lines as men’s wear and apparel and 
haberdashery generally, druggists’ sundries and medical 
and toilet preparations, ironmongery, domestic hardware 
and plumbers’ supplies, jewellery, silverware and electro- 
plated goods, furniture, porcelain and chinaware, 
cutlery, leather goods and high-class stationery. 

As regards clothing, it is to be noted that although the 
United Kingdom has hitherto furnished the major por- 
tion of the textile imports of Peru, her consignments 
under this heading have consisted almost exclusively of 
piece-goods. The apparel trade, comprising such articles 
as cotton hosiery, cotton and linen collars, shirts, 
pyjamas, underwear, etc., is now almost exclusively in 
American hands, the only article in which Great Britain 
attempts to compete being cotton handkerchiefs, in 
which she enjoys a monopoly of the trade. If, however, 
British manufacturers were prepared to meet local re- 
quirements, to copy American manufacturers’ styles in 
certain articles, such as, for example, coat front style of 
shirts and Californian type of swimming suits, and also 
to adopt the American system of branding products and 
identifying them with particular trade names, which 
afford them universal recognition everywhere, it is be- 
lieved that a considerable trade could be built up. In 
woollen underwear, too, a good opening exists in Peru, 
a fact which is sometimes lost sight of by British manu- 
facturers. A high-class British store in Lima could 
influence the demand for United Kingdom goods in all 
the above-mentioned lines, both among the foreign 
colonies in Peru and the discriminating Peruvians of 
the wealthier classes who are most lavish in their 
expenditure in articles either for personal adornment or 
for the home. 


EXTENSION TO OTHER SoutH AMERICAN COUNTRIES. 


Although the authors of the Report are only concerned 
with the question of the expansion of British trade in 
Peru, they add that a scheme on the lines suggested 
would not necessarily be confined to that country, but 
might profitably be extended to those cities of other 
South American countries, which are not large enough 
for too varied competition, but where the total trade is 
considerable. Moreover, a chain of British stores 
established on the lines indicated could dea! not only 
with those classes of goods usually handled by depart- 
mental stores, but also with other groups of manufac- 
tures, such, for example, as motor cars, agricultural, 
mining, road-making and general machinery. To be 
successful the scheme would probably require to be 
planned on a large scale and would call for considerable 
initial capital. The advantages which might be expected 
to accrue to British trade from a project of this character 
are summarised as follows :— 

. Larger general orders and therefore lower prices. 

. Saving in freight. 

. Elimination of excessive competition. 

. Strengthening of British commercial prestige. 

. Facilitation of competition against foreign im- 
porters. 

6. More efficient and technical salesmanship. 

7. Financial stability due to distribution over several 

countries. 


While it is recognised that the suggestions advanced in 
the Report are not entirely new and that certain 
extraneous factors influencing the direction of trade in 
South American countries must also be taken into 
consideration, such as the investment of foreign capital, 
more especially the influx of American capital in recent 
years, with its consequent benefit to United States trade, 
none the less the proposals outlined appear worthy of 
serious consideration by all British firms who are 
anxious to develop their trade in Latin America. Tn 
the opinion of the authors of the Report the adoption in 
Peru at any rate of some such scheme as that outlined 
is imperative if Great Britain is to regain her former 
commercial supremacy in that market.

PRODUCTION AND WHOLESALE PRICES IN

the average monthly production in 1925 and 1926 of coal, 
pig-iron, and crude steel, in certain European countries 
and in the United States, together with the production, 
so far as availabie, in each month from January, 1926.

Kingdom are added for purposes of comparison. The 
quantities produced are given in thousands of English 
tons (2,240 Ibs.) in each case.

From the available information as to furnaces in blast, 
it appears that the average output of pig-iron in 
January per furnace was 5,230 tons in France, 5,560 
tons in Belgium, 9,310 tons in Germany, and 15,100 tons 
in the United States. 

France.—The January output of coal in France was 
4.458.000 tons, about 22,000 tons below the December 
figure. The output per working day showed a decrease 
of 0°5 per cent., there being 25 working days in both 
December and January. The daily rate of pig-iron pro- 
duction in January was about 25,550 tons against 
26,260 tons in December and last year’s average of 
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25,290 tons. At the end of January there were 147 
furnaces in blast, a decrease of 9 from the number in 
blast a month earlier. The aggregate steel output in 
January was down by 9 per cent. ‘‘ Tout venant’”’ 
(through and through) coal, 30/35 gras, remained during 
January at the December level of 133 frs. per metric 
ton (at mines). On 10th February, pig iron, P.L., 
No. 3 (Longwy), at 510 frs. per metric ton, showed a 
reduction of 30 frs. from the price ruling since mid- 
December. At the same date in February ingots and 
blooms were quoted, on average, at 520 frs. and 570 frs. 
per metric ton respectively, and fell a week later to 
490 frs. and 505 frs. per metric ton. Corresponding 
average reductions from 610 frs. to 545 frs. for sheet 
bars, and from 630 frs. to 580 frs. for joists, were 
recorded in the same week. 

Betcium.—In the 25 working days in January, 
2,308,000 tons of coal were produced from Belgian mines 
against 2,338,000 tons in December for the same number 
of working days.  Pig-iron production was down by 
3°7 per cent. and steel production by 4°6 per cent. The 
January quotation of 215°50 frs. per metric ton for 
“tout venant’’ (through and through) coal, 35 per 
cent. industrial, was 5 frs. above the December figure. 
Foundry pig-iron No. 3 (f.o.t. furnaces) cost 700 frs. 
per metric ton in February, the export price (f.o.b. 
Antwerp) being 75s. on the 3rd of the month and 
72s. 6d.-76s. on the 24th. In the latter period 
blooms and billets fell from 84s.-87s. 6d. to 85s., and 
from 90s.-94s. to 87s.:per metric ton respectively, and 
plates of 5 mm. thickness and over from 121s. 6d. 
to 121s. 

GrrmMany.—The output of coal in January (13,141,000 
tons) fell short of the December total by 413,000 tons, 
but was considerably higher than the output in January, 
1926. Pig-iron production for the month was a little 
behind the December figure, the daily rate being 33,638 
tons against 33,796 tons. The number of furnaces in 
blast increased from 109 at the end of December to 115 
at the end of January. Steel production in January 
(1,287,400 tons) showed little advance on that for the 
previous month. No change was effected in January in 
the syndicate price of Fettférderkohle (through and 
through coal), which remained at 14°87 R.mks. per 
metric ton. Foundry pnig-iron No. 3 (Rhenish West- 
phalian works) was maintained during February at 
86 R.mks. per metric ton, while iron bars and iron 
joists (Oberhausen) and billets (Dortmund) showed no 
variation at 134 R.mks., 131 R.mks., and 112°50 R.mks. 
respectively. Medium sheets ranged from 155-160 
R.mks. per metric ton. 

Unitep States.—The output of bituminous coal and 
anthracite in January fell short of the December output 
by about 2°7 per cent., there having been one working 
day less in January than in December; the daily rate 
for the former kind increased from 1,980,000 tons to 
2.007.000 tons, while that for the latter decreased from 
259,000 tons to 234,000 tons. Pig-iron production in 
January was slightly above the December total, the daily 
rate showing an increase from 99,712 tons to 100,123 
tons. There were 208 furnaces active at the end of 
January, a net increase of 5 over the number in blast 
at the end of December. The January production of 
steel ingots (3,806,900 tons) was about 9°6 per cent. in 
excess of the previous month’s figure, but 8°3 per cent. 
below the production in January, 1926. There were 26 
working days in hoth December and January. The 
average price of bituminous coal (f.o.t. mines) compiled 
by the ‘‘ Coal Age,’’ which stood at 2 dols. 24 cts. per 
ton of 2,000 Ibs. on 31st January, fell in each of the 
five ensuing weeks, the quotation on 7th March being 
Z dols. 6 cts. Pittsburg gas and steam, mine run, coals, 
which on 7th February were fetching 2 dols. and 
1 dol. 95 cts. per net ton respectively, were quoted for 
the rest of the month at 1 dol. 95 cts. and 1 dol. 85 cts. 
Foundry pig-iron No. 2, Philadelphia, was maintained 
at 21 dols. 76 cts. per English ton during February, 
while Bessemer billets and open-hearth sheet bars, 
Pittsburg, remained respectively at 33 dols. and 34 dols. 
per English ton. On 2lst February, iron bars, 
Philadelphia, showed a reduction from 2 dols. 22 ets. 
to 2 dols. 12 cts. per English ton. 
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Notes on Trade. 


THE CAKING POWER OF COAL. 


A Report (No. 8)* on an Investigation of the Caking 
Power of Coal forms one of the special series by the 
Fuel Research Division of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research on matters connected with the 
physical and chemical survey of the national coal 
resources. 

The method of determining the caking index given in 
Methods of Analysis of Coal (Physical and Chemical 
Survey of the National Coal Resources No. 7) is a 
general laboratory test to enable a judgment to be formed 
as to whether or not a coal is likely to be ‘suitable for 
the manufacture of coke. In order to obtain fuller in- 
formation regarding the caking qualities of a coal, 
investigations have been carried out from time to time 
with different types of apparatus and under different 
conditions of heating. One such investigation is de- 
scribed in the present Report. The method used consists 
in carbonising, at a definite rate of heating, various mix- 
tures of each coal with calcined anthracite, and deter- 
mining the resistance to crushing of the resultant cokes. 
The results are expressed in the form of ‘‘ caking power 
curves,’’ obtained by plotting the crushing strength of 
the coke against the ratio of coal to calcined anthracite. 

Three series of experiments are described in which the 
times taken for carbonisation, over the temperature 
range 100-860 deg. C. in each case, were varied. <A 
rate of heating was finally adopted at which all the coals 
tested, with one exception, gave curves of a simple type. 
Such curves were found, on comparison with the results 
of large scale coking practice and of assays in the Gray- 
King carbonisation apparatus, to be of considerable 
value in determining the coke-forming qualities of the 
coals. 

The examination was carried out with coals of widely 
different types, ranging from a feebly coking coal to a 
highly swelling Durham coal. 








BRITISH STANDARD ELECTRICAL 
PROTECTIVE RELAYS. 

This new British Standard Specification (No. 142- 
1927) forms one of a series of specifications for electrical 
instruments which have recently been, or are about to 
be, issued by the British Engineering Standards Asso- 
ciation. ‘The relays dealt with are classified (i) accord- 
ing to the functions they perform, e.g., over- or under- 
current, voltage and power relays and directional relays, 
and (11) according to the constructional principles 
involved, e.g., solenoid relays, armature relays, perma- 
nent-magnet moving-coil relays, etc. Relay contacts are 
also classified according to their function and mode of 
operation. The specification proper deals with the limits 
of current-, voltage-, and time-settings; the rating of 
the contacts ; the volt-ampere consumption of the relays ; 
limits of error; insulation and voltage tests, etc. The 
specification should prove of great interest to power- 
station engineers and other users of protective relays, as 
although it is concise it deals with the classification and 
performance of relays in a very comprehensive manner.

dried, 902 bales; sheepskins, 381 bales; goatskins, 
83 bales; and buchu, 11 bales. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner

Generally light to 
heavy rain has benefited wheat and cotton in places, 
but has slightly damaged other crops and has hampered

harvesting and threshing. Punjab, 14th March. 
Nearly general rain has benefited standing crops, 
but more is needed.

done in parts to wheat and oilseeds by hail, pests, 
and rust. Madras, 12th March. Rainfall has been 
fair to heavy in parts. The outturn of paddy, sugar- 
cane and cotton so far is poor to fair.

WHITE CITY BUSINESS RESULTS.—II. 
The review of the results secured by the various trades 
exhibiting at the White City in the recent British 
Industries Fair, which was commenced last week in the 
** Journal,’’ is continued and completed below : — 


Fancy Goops, FURNITURE AND BRUSHWARE (SECTION J). 


Fancy Goops.—Business excellent throughout the 
section. One exhibitor opened a considerable number 
of new accounts with some of the largest importers in 
the Dominions, United States, and some Continental 
countries. The firm are very gratified with the result 
of their exhibit. 

An exhibitor of synthetic resin mouldings expressed 

great satisfaction with the new business obtained. 
Orders and enquiries were received from various over- 
seas buyers for their productions, and the firm 
anticipate increasing their output. Application is being 
made for larger space in the 1928 British Industries 
Fair. 
Another exhibitor states: ‘‘ Considerable new business 
secured both for home and foreign markets; quite 
satisfied with results, having got in touch with many 
importers whom otherwise one would probably have 
missed.”’ 

A representative of a firm manufacturing feather 
dusters said his principals were very pleased with the 
amount of business obtained, and intend to make early 
application for space in next year’s British Industries 
Fair. 

An exhibitor of galalith brushes, toilet sets, etc., states 
that he took orders to an amount far in excess of last 
year’s figures; numerous enquiries from _ overseas, 
especially New Zealand. 

An exhibitor of metal fancy goods reports excellent 
results, this year’s figures being well ahead of previous 
shows. Good orders obtained from the United States, 
Canada, Australia, South America, and other overseas 
markets. 

An exhibitor of high class enamelled ware opened 
20 new accounts with splendid orders (one for £1,00U). 

FuRNITURE.—Business quiet, perhaps owing to the 
smallness of the section. Good demand for high class 
furniture. Expensive bedroom suites sold to Australia 
and South America. Several sales of the shagreen cock- 
tail cabinet, as admired by Their Majestics the King and 
Queen on the occasion of their visit to the Fair. 
Numerous useful enquiries from the United States, 
' Argentina, and Italy for fitted wardrobes. 

One exhibitor secured good orders for a convertible 
dumb waiter dining table and adaptable tea tray from 
Canada, New “Zealand, Australia, and European 
countries. 

BrusHwarReE.—Business reported satisfactory. The 
following are a few specimen orders: —A £500 order for 
badger shaving brushes for Australia and one of £250 
for Canada. Numerous similar orders for New Zealand, 
Iceland, Japan. Good United Kingdom business in 
novelties, such as a shaving brush contained in an 
Easter egg. 

OFFICE APPLIANCES (SECTION J). 


Business excellent. Orders for approximately £300,000 
were taken by the three exhibitors of British typewriters. 
ScIENTIFIC AND MeEpiIcat InstRuMENTS (SECTION J). 

Orders good ; enquiries excellent. 

Although some exhibitors stated that orders were not 
plentiful, owing chiefly to Belgian and German com- 
petition, the majority report good business and excellent 
enquiries. 

An exhibitor manufacturing an electro magnetic 
medical blanket reports substantial business from 
Northern Ireland, New Zealand, India, South America, 
and Java. 

Orders were reported from India, United States, and 
home for a photo-micrographic bench. Plenty of 
useful enquiries for microtomes for cancer research and 
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portable instruments for testing hardness of steel. Good 
business was done by the exhibitor of a machine, 
hitherto made only by Germany, for colouring blue print 
paper. Sample quantities of glass cleaning material 
were ordered for India, British Honduras, Buenos 
Aires and Russia, and the home enquiries for this line 
were expected to lead to big sales. Orders were also 
taken for round and pendant barometers hitherto 
supplied by Germany. Another exhibitor stated that he 
had taken enough orders for artificial sunlight lamps 
and other medical electric apparatus to justify his 
booking three times as much space at the next Fair. 

One exhibitor stated that if 50 per cent. of his 
enquiries resulted in orders he would have done very good 
business. 

Electric brushes sold well, the exhibitor reporting 
orders for the Argentine and negotiations with an 
American house for a contract for 50,000-100,000 
electric brushes a year. 

STATIONERY AND PRINTING (Sections K-L). 

Business satisfactory. 

A firm exhibiting diaries, pocket books, etc., report 
surprising business in fancy lines for men’s use, 
especially with the United States. They state: ‘‘ This 
is the first year we have exhibited at the British Indus- 
tries Fair, and we are so satisfied with results, in spite 
of our small stand, that we shall be glad to hear if you 
will reserve at least twice the space in next year’s Fair.’’ 

One firm, reporting new accounts in Denmark, 
Holland, Canada, India, New Zealand, China, and 
Sarawak, states: ‘‘ Extremely pleased with business, 
home and overseas.’’ 

A well-known firm manufacturing paints and artists’ 
materials reported more than 220 orders and enquiries 
dealt with during the Fair, and expressed great pleasure 
with actual and probable results. 


Sports Goops (Sections K-L). 


While for certain lines in these sections it was too 
early for the placing of definite orders, large business is 
expected to result for the exhibitors, many new accounts 
having been added to the books and useful business 
contracts made. Large numbers of orders for quantities, 
such as 1-200 tennis rackets, were reported. 

The managing director of a firm showing for the first 
time at the British Industries Fair expressed the greatest 
pleasure with the actual business done and his astonish- 
ment at the number of customers secured at the Fair 
whom he had never seen before. 

LEATHER AND LEATHER Goons (Sections K-L). 

Extremely satisfactory. Orders and enquiries were 
world-wide, with the United States and Canada buying 
heavily. Particularly good orders were received from. 
leading stores in America for high class handbags and 
other novelties for women, many samples being rushed 
to America at once for special window displays. Good 
business, both home and overseas, was reported in 
expanding suit cases, this being one of the best selling 
lines among trunks and bags. Makers of ladies’ purses 
and other similar leather goods report plenty of orders. 

A manufacturer of fancy leathers exhibiting for the 
first time reported having opened nearly 200 new 
accounts at the Fair in all parts of the world. A Leeds 
firm in the same trade report having fixed agencies 
during the Fair in the Argentine, Australia, India, 
Turkey, Austria, and Belgium.

EXHIBITION OF INDUSTRIAL MOTOR 
VEHICLES, PARIS. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘Journal’’ of 
i7th February (page 192), the Department of Overseas 
Trade is informed that an Exhibition of Industrial 
Motor Vehicles will be held in the Exhibitions Park 
at the Porte de Versailles, Paris, at the same time as 
the Paris Fair, i.e., from 14th to 29th May. The cars 
will be shown in the open air, and the Exhibition will 
be limited to those which pay the State tax of 2 per 
cent.; consequently, vehicles such as motor omnibuses 
and other public conveyances will be excluded. 
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BRUSSELS INTERNATIONAL AGRICULTURAL 
EXHIBITION. 

According to a report received in the Department of 
Overseas Trade on the Fourteenth International Agri- 
cultural Exhibition held at Brussels from 19th to 27th 
February, the space booked totalled 12,800 square metres 
and the number of exhibitors was approximately 168. 
Exhibits of Belgian manufacture predominated, the most 
numerous being dairy machinery and appliances, includ- 
ing improved types of electric milking and butter-making 
apparatus; root pullers (for potatoes, beets, etc.) ; small 
agricultural machines and appliances, e.g., field rakes 
and hoes, manure distributors, ploughs, corn grinders 
and binder twine. The heavier categories, e.g., tractors, 
steam threshers, locomobiles, harvesters, etc., on view 
were fairly divided, as to origin, between the United 
States of America, France, Germany and Belgium. 

One tractor of British origin was exhibited. Other 
British exhibits included harvesters, grinders, straw- 
cutters, horizontal petrol engines, electric dynamos, etc. 
Enquiries elicited the information that the British 
machines maintained their popularity, and that sales, 
especially of corn grinders, were on the increase. It was 
reported that eighty British tractors were in use in Bel- 
gium and were giving every satisfaction. 

The prices of the Belgian-made products in the heavy 
machinery category (as in most of the others) were much 
lower than those of foreign products. 

Mention may be made of the following new exhibits : — 

(1) Steel Framework Sheds of Belgian construction to 
replace obsolete barns (erected free of cost and fitted with 
electric light installations). 

(ii) Electric Current Speed Regulators. As the elec- 
trification of the Flanders is practically completed, and 
now that the application of electricity to farmwork has 
become more general, these simply designed machines 
have just been introduced with a view to economising 
hand labour. This apparatus thus solves the problem of 
reducing electric current without having recourse to 
intermediate transmission stations. . 

(1) Rolle ‘‘ Hydraulic Rams’’ (worked by elec- 
tricity). The installation of these rams, in suitable spots, 
ensures cheap and automatic irrigation of farm lands 
from local water supplies. 

(iv) ‘‘ Polyculteur ’’ Tractor. 
tractor which has the distinctive quality of being the 
only one on the market with mono-cylindrical, demi- 
Diesel engine, worked by heavy oils such as mazout, gas- 
oil, or raw petroleum. The fuel consumption of this 
tractor, it is claimed, is one-tenth of that of any other 
existing make. It is also fitted with a plough attach- 
ment, which enables consecutive work on difficult ground 
and upon scattered fields in enclosed areas. 

(v) ** Bulldog ”’ tractor (mazout fuel) with large 
thresher and binder attachment. One of these machines 
was bought upon the first day of the Fair. 

German exhibits appeared this year for the first time 
since the war, and included threshers, locomobiles, straw- 
presses, tractors, mowers, harvesters, Diesel and semi- 
Diesel engines.

BRITISH MALAYA. 





IMPORTS OF MOTOR CARS AND MOTOR CYCLES 
IN 1926. 


The total values of passenger cars and commercial cars 
imported into Malaya during 1926 were £1,724,114 and 
£388,802 respectively as compared with £1,462,128 and 
£258,313 in 1925, representing increases of 17 per cent. and 
50 per cent., reports the Malay States Information Agency 
in London. The United Kingdom’s share in the first-named 
rose from 32 per cent. to 33 per cent., but in the case of 
commercial vehicles dropped from 52 per cent. to 41 per 
cent. 

The total value of motor cycles imported into Malaya 
during 1926 was £77,071 as compared with £91,200 in 1925, 
representing a decrease of 15 per cent. 

The causes contributing to the falling away have probably 
been (a) the smaller number of young men going out to take 
up appointments on estates, (b) the growing custom of estate- 
assistants to club together and buy a car, and (c) an in- 
creasing tendency among former motor cyclists to use a 
light car instead. In this last connection it is noteworthy 
that the imports of passenger cars rose 17 per cent. during 
1926. What is more serious is that the United Kingdom’s 
share in the import of motor cycles decreased from 95 per 
cent. in the former year to 89 per cent. in 1926.

It is interesting to note that owing to increased prices 
obtained for cocoa by the producers last year there should 
be a greater demand for manufactured articles such as 
clothing, shoes, boots, cotton goods, domestic utensils, etc., 
and it is hoped that British industries will benefit by the 
prosperity of the Gold Coast Africans.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY.

REVAL. 

The Estonian Ministry of Trade have recently published 
figures which show that the trade balance for January was 
an unfavourable one to the extent of 88,283,000 Estonian 
marks, imports and exports during that month totalling 
619,800,000 E.mks. and 531,517,000 E.mks. respectively. 
Concerning imports, Germany again heads the list of con- 
tributors with 168 million E.mks., followed by the Soviet 
Union, 81 million E.mks.; the United States, 81 million 
E.mks., and the United Kingdom 65 million E.mks. As 
regards exports of Estonian produce, the United Kingdom 
received 141 million E.mks., Germany 139 million E.mks., 
and the Soviet Union 76 million E.mks.

amounting to 58 per cent., as a result of the great develop- 
ment of oil fields in that country during the past year. The 
prosperity altendant on the high price of rubber resulted 
in substantially greater exports to the Dutch East Indies, 
sritish Malaya and Ceylon. Shipments to Peru, Chile and 
Colombia also showed substantial expansion. 


Exports of American goods to Germany and Italy were 
much smaller in value than in 1925, owing to a definite 
effort on the part of those countries to restrict importation, 
and shipments to Cuba were much curtailed on account 
of the reduced buying power of the population which has 
resulted from the continued low price of sugar. The 
decrease of about 6 per cent. in exports to the United King- 
dom, the most important customer, may _ be ascribed 
entirely to the sharp decline in the average price of raw 
cotton, and this was also a very important factor in the 
fall in value of shipments to other European countries. 
Exports of many kinds of finished manufactures to Euro- 
pean countries, on the other hand, either increased or, at 
least, held their own during the past year. 


IMPpoRtT TRADE. 


Increases occurred during 1926 in the import trade from 
19 of the 28 principal countries. Imports from British 
South Africa more than doubled, as a result of increased 
purchases of wool and uncut diamonds, and the fact that a 
large quantity of copper produced by mines in the Belgian 
Congo was for the first time shipped through South African 
ports. Imports from Colombia increased by 42 per cent. 
owing to a great expansion in the coffee and petroleum 
trade. Increases of about 25 per cent. were shown in the 
value of imports from Peru and Spain, while imports from 
the Dutch East Indies, British Malaya and Germany were 
more than one-fifth larger than in the previous year. 


The countries from which the United States imported 
considerably less merchandise in 1926 than in 1925 were 
Australia, China, Chile, the United Kingdom and the 
Philippine Islands. The decline of 17 per cent. in the value 
of imports from Australia was a direct result of a decrease 
in purchases of wool. The reason for a reduction in im- 
port trade with China was the continuation of disturbed 
political conditions in that country, while the United King- 
dom’s trade was considerably affected by the curiailment of 
its industrial production through the coal stoppage. The 
following table gives the values of the imports from and 
exports to the 28 countries, or groups of countries, forming 
the most important foreign markets of the United States :—

GERMANY. 
SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN 
FEBRUARY. 
(From the British Consul-General. ) 
HamMBURG. 

A decline of over 96,000 tons was recorded in the total 
shipping entered and some 188,000 tons in the shipping 
cleared at the port of Hamburg in February as compared 
with January, but compared with the corresponding month 
of 1926 there was an increase of 192,000 tons in the ton. 
nage entered and of 143,000 tons in that cleared. 

British shipping in February amounted to 173 vessels of 
316,468 tons entered and 171 vessels of 304,779 tons cleared 
as compared with 211] of 337,298 tons entered and 210 of 
344,343 tons cleared in January. German tonnage in 
February amounted to 565,415 entered against 665,586 tons 
in January and 560,261 tons cleared as compared with 
089,315 tons in January. 








MOROCCO (SPANISH ZONE). 

OPENING OF PORT OF CALA DEL QUEMADO. 

The Board of Trade have been informed that by Dahir 
of His Imperial Highness the Caliph of the Spanish Zone of 
Morocco, published in the official bulletin of the Protec- 
torate on 10th February, 1927, the port of Cala del Quemado 
is opened to commerce generally so that traffic can take 
place without the necessity of a special permit within a 
radius of the said port bounded by the line which, starting 
from the beach of Cebadilla, continues through Romero, 
Monte Malmusi, Monte de las Palomas, Amekran, Calvet 
Irjoten, Zoco Arbaa, and Einzoren to the River Nekor and 
follows the course of that river to the sea, the whole area 
being in the bay of Alhucemas. 





SPAIN. 
SHIPBUILDING IN CADIZ CONSULAR 
DISTRICT. 


The British Vice-Consul at Cadiz reports that the out- 
standing feature during 1926 was the signing of a contract 
for the construction of a large dry dock to accommodate 
vessels of 30,000 tons. The preliminary work of dredging 
and building the coffer dam enclosing the space in which 
the dock is to be fashioned was started in October last and 
is steadily proceeding. The mooring buoy for vessels up to 
35,000 tons was placed in position in December last. It is 
calculated that this buoy will enable large vessels to enter 
the port in conditions of greater safety, and will be of con- 
siderable service to the growing tourist traffic at this port. 
Hitherto the larger boats, bringing tourists from the United 
States, have been obliged to anchor outside the port, and in 
many cases have been unable to land a single passenger 
when the weather has been a trifle rough. 

At the shipbuilding establishment of the Sociedad 
Espanola de Construccion Naval, work has been proceeding 
satisfactorily on the new vessel ‘‘ Magallanes.’’ Of the three 
vessels building in Bilbao, Ferrol and Cadiz the ‘‘ Magal- 
lanes ’’’ is the only one which is designed to carry saloon 
and steerage passengers, the other two ships being for 
the transport of emigrants only. Work is still proceed- 
ing on the school-ship ‘‘ Sebastian Eleano,’’ and it is con- 
sidered that this vessel, which is a schooner-rigged motor 
vessel, will shortly be launched. The company which is 
building this boat has received a contract for the construc- 
tion of torpedoes at their Cadiz works.

Nova Scotia consumed some 600,000 tons more of her own 
coal in the fiscal year ended 30th September, 1926, than in 
the previous year, while at the same time sales of Nova 
Scotian coal in the St. Lawrence markets increased by 
1,200,000 tons, according to the Report of the Hon. G. S. 
Harrington, Minister of Public Works and Mines 

The Report does not cover the large production for the 
latter months of 1926, but for the fiscal year there were 
5,600,000 tons of coal mined as compared with 3,200,000 
tons in the previous year. The Report also says that three 
times as much coke was produced as in the preceding period.

BRITISH MALAYA. 





IMPORTS OF COTTON YARNS AND 
MANUFACTURES AND WOOLLENS IN 1926. 


Imports of cotton yarns and manufactures into Malaya 
during 1926 were valued at £7,700,017, as compared with 
£8,239,742 in 1925, which represents a decrease of 6 per 
cent., though at the end of its third quarter 1926 was 4 per 
cent, ahead, reports the Malay States Information Agency 
in London. The United Kingdom’s share, moreover, has 
decreased from 47 per cent. to 43 per cent., while Japan’s 
has risen from 10 per cent. to 11 per cent. 

Imports of woollens last year totalled £457,431, as against 
£317,607 in 1925, which represents an increase of 44 per 
cent.

IMPORTATION OF SILK AND ARTIFICIAL SILK 
GOODS BY SAMPLE POST. 


Notice BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF CUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice that 
the importation of silk and artificial silk goods by Imperial 
and Foreign Letter, Newspaper, Printed Paper, Commercial 
Paper, or Sample Post, or from the Channel Islands (except 
by Parcel Post), is prohibited. Arrangements have, how- 
ever, been made, with the consent of the Postmaster- 
General, for small packets containing bona fide trade samples 
of such goods to be imported from places abroad by Sample 
Post, on and after Ist April, 1927, subject to the following 
conditions :— 

(1) The concession will be confined to bona fide trade 
samples of silk or artificial silk yarns, tissues, ribbons, 
braids, cords, and trimmings, and of raw silk and silk or 
artificial silk waste. 

(2) The gross weight of each packet must not exceed 16 
ozs., and the Post Office regulations regarding the Imperial 
and Foreign Sample Post must be strictly complied with. 

(3) Each packet must bear the full name and address of 
the consignee, and must also be addressed ‘‘ C/o the Officer 
of Customs and Excise, Mount Pleasant Depét, General Post 
Office, London, E.C.,’’ and be conspicuously marked with 
particulars of the contents, including their net weight 
and Tariff category and a statement that they are bona fide 
trade samples 

(4) A Post Office fee of 6d. in addition to the duty, if any, 
payable on the contents of the packet will be collected on 
delivery. 

Bona fide trade samples imported in accordance with the 
above provisions will be admitted free of duty if within the 
limits indicated below.

In all cases only one sample of the same range or colour 
will be admitted free of duty. The procedure described 
above does not apply to goods liable to Lace and Embroidery 
Duty. 

Note.—Silk and artificial silk goods imported by the 
Sample or other Prohibiied Post otherwise than in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this notice will be liable to 
forfeiture.

PREFERENCE CONDITIONS: SALAD BOWLS 
AND THE LIKE ACCOMPANIED BY 
SERVERS, ETC. 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Department of 
Trade and Customs that, for the purposes of the adminis- 
tration of the British Preferential Tariff, servers accompany- 
ing salad bowls are regarded as a separate article. 

It will be necessary, therefore, when invoicing goods of 
this kind to treat the bowl and the servers as separate 
articles and to compute the United Kingdom proportion in 
each separately. ‘Thus, to be entitled to Preference, the 
bowl by itself must either be wholly of United Kingdom 
origin or derive not less than 75 per cent. of its factory or 
works cost from the United Kingdom labour and/or 
material; similarly with the servers. 

The same principle will apply to other similar goods 
which are supplied accompanied by spoons, forks, tongs, 
knives or the like.

EXTENDED OPERATION OF CUSTOMS 
ORDINANCE. 


Ordinance No. 3 of 1927 provides that, notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary therein contained, the Customs 
Duties Ordinance, 1926, shall continue in force until and 
inclusive of the 3lst March, 1927. 





BRITISH INDIA. 





MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT: AMENDMENT 
BILL. 


COUNTRY OF ORIGIN. 


A Bill was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on the 
ist February, 1927, which proposes te amend further the 
Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 1889. The Bill, if passed, 
will come into operation on the Ist January, 1928. 

The Bill proposes that after Section 12 of the Indian 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1889, the following Section shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

INDICATION OF LocaL OriGiIN or ImportEeD Goons. 

12 (a). (1) The Governor-General in Council may, by 
notification in the ‘‘ Gazette of India,’’ prescribe the kind, 
description or class of goods brought into British India to 
which a trade description giving the place or country in 
which they were made or produced shall be applied. 

(2) The Governor-General in Council may, after previous 
publication, make regulations, either general or special, 
prescribing : 

(a) the form in which the trade description shall be 
applied; , 

(b) the manner in which the trade description shall 
be applied, whether by a mark to be placed upon the 
goods, or in some other manner; and 

(c) the time or occasion when the trade description 
shall be applied, and, in particular, whether the trade 
description shall be applied on importation only, or 
also on sale of the goods, either by wholesale or retail, 
in British India. 

(3) If a person who is required under this Section to apply 
a trade description to any goods fails to do so or contravenes 
any regulation made under sub-section 2, he shall be 
punished in the same manner as if he had been guilty of 
applying a false trade description to goods.

NIGERIA. 


IMPORTATION OF COTTON SEED. 


Regulations (No. 47 of 1926) made under the Agricultural 
Ordinance, 1926, on 28th December, 1926, prohibit the im- 
portation of cotton seed into Nigeria, except through the 
Port of Lagos. Importation through the post is prohibited, 

The Regulations apply to the British Cameroons as well 
as to the rest of the Protectorate and the Colony. 











STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 





DELETERIOUS DRUGS: PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT OF LAW. 


The Government ‘‘ Gazette ’’ of the 4th February contains 
the text of a Bill which has for its object the amendment 
of the law relating to deleterious drugs, so as to embody 
in it such of the provisions of the International Opium Con. 
vention signed at Geneva on the 19th February, 1925, as 
are applicable to the Colony. Among the proposed amend- 
ments are the following :— 

The bond-fide traveller who is in possession of deleterious 
drugs will no longer enjoy exemption from any of the 
provisions of the Ordinance. 

Drugs brought into the Colony in course of transit to a 
destination outside the Colony must be accompanied ly a 
document, or duly authenticated copy of a document, issued 
in respect thereof by the Government of a country which 
is a party to the Convention. If, however, the country from 
which such drugs are brought is not a party to the Conven- 
tion, discretion is given to the Colonial Secretary to dispense 
with such document. 

The manufacture of deleterious drugs, except under a 
licence, is prohibited. 

The removal of the restrictions on the importation, sale, 
etc., of hypodermic syringes. 

The exemption from the provisions of the Ordinance of 
any preparation containing deleterious drugs, which by 
reason of its constituents is unlikely to be put to other than 
strictly medical uses.

The Governor in Council has fixed the rubber export 
percentage of restriction for the quarter beginning Ist 
February, 1927, at 70. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 
NOTICE TO 





CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN: 
SHIPPERS. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa has 
drawn attention to the fact that the Certificates of Origin 
and value for goods exported from the United Kingdom to 
the Union of South Africa do not always comply with the 
Union Customs Laws and Regulations. To meet these 
requirements, it is necesary that, as already notified in the 
“* Journal ”’ (see issue of 5th November, 1925), the combined 
Form of Certificate of Origin and Value, recommended for 
adoption by the Imperial Customs Conference, 1921, should 
be amended in the following manner :— 

In para. 3 delele the words ‘‘ in equal quantities,’’ and 
substitute the following words: ‘ in the usual wholesale 
quantities. ’’ 

fn cases of non-compliance with the above requirements 
the Union Customs Department has notified its intention 
of demanding a deposit from importers, pending the pro- 
duction of a certificate in the form set out above, before the 
goods are released.

CONTROL OF IMPORTATION OF INTOXICATING 
LIQUORS. 

The Supplement to the Official Gazette of the 5th February 
contains the text of a Bill which proposes to repeal 
the existing Law dealing with intoxicating liquors in 
Zanzibar and to provide for a greater measure of contro! 
over the importation, dealings in and consumption of 
liquor. 

Section 6 of the Bill provides that no person shall import 
any intoxicating liquor into the Protectorate, unless he hes 
obtained a permit in the prescribed form from the Senior 
Comiissioner authorising such importation. The issue of 
an import permit may be withheld, or granted subject to 
such conditions as the Senior Commissioner may in his 
discretion deem expedient to impose. 

The possession or drinking of intoxicating liquor except 
by specially ‘‘ exempted persons ”’ is prohibited.

TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for 8th March contains a Decree, 
dated 13th February, which adds dolls’ heads of porcelain 
for the manufacture of complete dolls to the list of goods 
which may be imported into Italy duty free under the 
“temporary importation ’’ regime. 

The concession already granted for the ‘“‘ temporary im- 
portation *’ of lead ingots or scrap for the manufacture of 
sheet or plate lead from 2 to 8 mm, thick has been extended 
so as lo apply to ingots or scrap imported for the manufac- 
ture Of sheets or plates of any thickness.

The “ Diario do Governo’’ for 10th March contains a 
Decree (No. 13,267) of the same date which provides that the 
fee for the consular endorsement of declarations of cargo 
for goods to be imported into Portugal under the drawback 
regime shall be 4 per cent, ad valorem. The fact that the 
goods are to be imported under this regime must be stated 
in the documents. 

The Portuguese Customs authorities will collect the differ- 
mce between the ¢ per cent. and the full rate on that part 
ithe goods which is dutiable in the country.

PROPOSED INCREASE OF CERTAIN CUSTOMS 
DUTIES. 


With reference to previous notices under the above 
heading, the following is a translation of the schedule to 
the Bill introduced in the Austrian Parliament on 17th 
February to increase the ‘‘ general’’ Austrian Customs 
(duties on certain classes of goods. The proposed rates of 
duty on cereals are to come into force on a date to be fixed 
by Ordinance. As regards certain Tariff headings (viz., 
Nos. 274, 369 (a), 375, 376 (a) and (b)), the Government are 
iuthorised to fix by Order from what time and to what 
extent the duties are to be levied.* In other respects the 
provisions of the Bill will come into force five days after 
publication as Law. 

rhe following statement shows, in addition to the pro- 
posed new ‘‘ general ’’ duties, the present ‘‘ general ’’ duties 
on the articles affected and the present ‘‘ conventional ”’ 
duties on such goods, where ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates exist. 
In these cases the new ‘‘ general’? duties can only become 
elective (so far as concerns goods imported from countries 
enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in Austria), when 
the commercial treaties which fix the ‘‘ conventional ” rates 
of duty are revised or expire.
